The good King Hezekiah w a s

M anasseh was not the only son 
to depart from the ways of his 
lith e r.

king. 
A a’•on Burr was the son of a 
Presbyterian 
m inister and t h e 
founder of Princeton University. 
But, although the son lacked only 
m e vote of being chosen president 


son of the great Sennacherib, whose 
arm y God had destroyed on behalf 
of Hezekiah, boldly coming to Je r­ 
usalem and dem anding submission 
from its king, the apostate M anas­ 
seh. 
Nor was that the end of judgm ent 
against M anasseh. Eight years af­ 
ter his submission to the Assyrian 
king, M anasseh attem pted to ignore 
his obligations to Eserhaddon, who 
hum iliated this wicked king of Ju d ­ 
ah by causing a m etal ring to be 
forced through his lips and he be 
led a captive to Babylon. 
It was while M anasseh was a 
prisoner of Assyria and while daily 
expecting execution that he repent­ 
ed cf his evil deeds and prayed 
for God’s forgiving m ercy. G o d 
heard and pardoned this penitent 
king, as He does every penitent 
soul. M anasseh was not only for­ 
given of his terrible sins, but he 
was also restored to his throne. 
To prove the sincerity of his re­ 
pentance and the extent of God’s 
forgiveness, M anasseh attem pted to 
undo the evil deeds he had done. 
He re-established the worship of 
Jehovah. He destroyed the heathen 
idols and places where they had 
been worshipped. He strengthened 
the defenses of Jerusalem and oth- 
erwi.se enlarged the power of his 
kingdom to resist attack by its 
enemies. He ever afterw ard tried 
to be a good king. 
But M anasseh couldn’t turn back 
the ever-moving hands of time. The 
effects of his evil deeds rem ained. 
The devout worshippers of Jehovah 
w hrm he had caused to be slain 


were still dead; he couldn’t bring 
them back to life. He was unable 
to restore the confidence of his 
integrity, which he had lost during 
the years of his wickedness. God 
could and doubtless did forgive Ma­ 
nasseh for the many sins he had 
committed, but even God couldn’t 
blot out the effects of those sins. 
He can’t do that for anybody. 
M anassch’s sins hastened t h e 
end of his nation’s existence. Judah 
never ceased to suffer because of 
the wickedness of Manasseh, the 
erring son of the good King Heze­ 
kiah.
